Arrested Numberless T'imes. 


From that time Ada Jones has beén 
known as ‘“‘the Country Girl.’ Though 
she has served only two terms in the 
Workhouse, she has been fined'in Po- 


lice Court many tires and has ben 
arrested so often that even the police 
haie been unable to keep track of the 
nun ber. 

She formerly lived in the’*Bad Lands,’’ 
the neighborhood made famous by the 
recent investigation by the Police Board 
into graft charges against policemen. 

Muny robberies were committed in her 
house, but owing to the fact that nearly 
all the victi™s were traveling men who 
could mot afford to remain in the city 
long @nough to prosecute her for rob- 
bery she was invariably sent to Police 
Court. where she was fined for viola- 
tion of city ordinances. 

After she was pardoned from the 
Workhouse the po’ice made it s0 warm 


for her that she left town. She was 
not heard of for several years. Re- 
cently she returned to St. Louis and 


established a rooming house at 2081 Pine 
street. 

Complaints soon began reaching Capt. 
Peynolds about the character of the 
Pine street house, and when he discov- 
ered Ada Jones was i‘ving there he sent 
for ber. 

“Are you back at your old tricks? 
asked Capt. Reynolds when she visite? 
his office in response to his summons. 


Says She Has Reformed. 


“No, Captain,”’ she replied. ‘“‘As sure 
as I'm sitting here and as sure as my 
name is Ada Jones, I am Hving honest 
now.

Army Officers Disapprove His 
Request for Power to 
Dismiss Them. 











President Roosevelt's latest ambition, 
which was embodied in a special mes- 
sage to Cungress asking power to dis- 
miss any United States Army Officer 
at will, has aroused army circles al] 
over the country. 

Among the army officers stationed In 
St. Louis the matter was widely dis- 
cussed. The general opinion is that the 
request of the President is so arbitra- 
ry Congress will not grant it. 

“At present,”’ one of the officers told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘an army of- 
ficer is either dismissed by court-mar- 
tlal or through an act of Congress. 
When Congress dismisses him he fe al- 
lowed an opportunity to show cause 
why he should not be dismissed. 

“As Congress is very jealous of its 
powers. I don't think it will be willing 
to give the President the power to 
throw any man out of the service with- 
out formality. 

“As I take it, the President's idea is 
that he can dismiss some men who are 
perhaps unfit for the service—officers 
who drink and otherwise incapacita e 
ores for the performance of their 
uties, 

“But Congress has taken such action. 
At the close of the Civil War Congress 
appointed what is known as the Ben- 
zine Board. This board dismissed miny 
officers who had formed habits of heavy 
drinking.”’

Convention Will Ignore School 
Exclusion, Which Is 
With Court, 





By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—A treaty be- 
tween the United States and Japan will 
be #rxsanged for the exclusion of both 
laborers. This definite determination 
has been reached by President Roose- 
velt. He has abandoned the alternative 
plan of congressional legislation. 

The negotiation of the treaty will be 
conducted here. The intention is to 
submit the convention before the ad- 
journment of Congress March 4. The 
document will be arranged by Secretary 
Root and Ambassador Aoki. 

The President has had the plan in 
mind for several days, but he was not 
_ informed until yesterday afternoon by 
Ambassador Aoki that the Government 
of Japan would welcome the exclusion 
of her laborers from the United States. 
Immediately after receiving this assur- 
ance, the President requested Senator 
Perkins of California to call at the 
White House and diseuss the matter in 
detail. The «resident asked Mr. Per- 
kins if such a basis of settlement wou!d 
be satisfactory to the peonle of Califor- 
nia. Mr. Perkins said it would. He 
eaid the only opposition to the plan 
would come from the great corporations 
and agricultural interests desiring cheap 
labor. 

The President told Senator Perkins 
that in negotiating the treaty he will 
feel his way step by step so that no 
additional affront may be given the 
people of Japan. 

In giving the President assurances 
that an exclusion treaty would be ac- 
ceptable to Japan, Ambassador Aoki 
eaid his Government is extremely anx- 
fous that the Japanese laborers should 
Settle in Korea, where they will be near 
_ home, or in Manchuria, where the domt- 
nation of Japan is being daily strength- 
ened. The Japanese Government plans 
that both Korea and Manchuria shall 
eventually become part of the empire. 


Schools Up to Court. 

President Roosevelt can see no ob- 
jection to inserting a clause in the 
treaty preventing American workingmen 
from entering Japan. It is not regard- 
ed as possible that any competition can 
arise between American laborers and 
Japanese coolies in Japan. 

The arrangement of the treaty will 
have no direct reference to the situa- 
tion existing in San Francisco because 
of Japanese pupils being excluded from 
the public schools of that city. That 
question will be set aside, awaiting de- 
termination by the United States Su- 
preme Court. From 18 months to three 
years Will be required. 

It is believed by legal authorities that 
the opinion will sustain the San Fran- 
cisco Board of HKducation. This beliet 
1s based on cases which arose 
laws of California and Oregon prohibit- 
ing the employment of Chinese labor 
on public buildings. The Supreme 
Court held that these laws were uncon- 
stitutional, as the right of residence, 
granted by treaty, carried with it the 
right to labor,. but that no other priv- 
ilege was carried with such conven- 
tions. 

The President today continued in in- 
timations to the California delegation 
in Congress that his message in its ref- 
erence to the Japanese question was in- 
tended for diplomatic consumption, 

It is believed that there will now be a 
rapid abatement of the Japanese ques- 
tion. The California delegation in 
Congress is satisfied and Mr. Hayes will 
not press his bill for the exclusion of 
Japanese coolies. 


California Has 50, 000.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec, 7.—The Jap- 
anese in California are estimated today 
to number 50,000. They have been com- 
ing in lately at the rate of 1900 a month, 
One-fiifth, or 10,000 of the Japanese pop- 
is in San Francisco and 1000 of 
the number in this city are women,

These combinauuons and their acts are apparently 
in violation of the interstate commerce law and the 
Sherman anti-trust law. They could be broken up 
by injunction, proceedings on the part of the Gov- 
ernment. Thésfacts brought out seem to be suffi- 
cient to establish a case under the Federal anti-trust 
law. Heavy penalt.es are provided under both acts. 
Under the Sherr an anti-trust act there jis criminal 
liability for persons guilty of violating the act. 
They may be punished by fine or imprisonment, or 
by bo.w fine and imprisonment, for combining or 
for entering into contracts in restraint of trade. 

The injuries wrought on the shippers and con- 
wam-rs by these illegal combina ons are inestimapie. 
It is the duty of the Government to exhaust the 
provisions of the laws in destroying them and pun- 
ishing those who are responsible for their oppressive 
acts.

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Would Await Spontaneous Pub- 
lic Demand and Wouldn't 
Try to Force It. 


Supt. Soldan of the Board of Edu- 
cation doesn’t think President Roose- 
velt’s suggestion that target ranges 
be established in public schools, so 
pupils can qualify for better service 
in case they are called to war, is 
worthy of immediate consideration by 
educators. He says there's no need to 
consider it until a spontaneous pub- 
lic demand for it manifests itself. 

“I try always to take the practical 
viewe of things,’ Supt. Soldan told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter who asked 
him what he thought of the sugges- 
tion. “I do not wish to be quoted 48) 
Saying that I approve of President 
Roosevelt's idea even if the public} 
demanded it. On that point I must] 
reserve decision until the practica- 
bility of it has been determined. But 
if a public demand for it should 
arise, then it would be time for the 
men in control of the publie schools 
of St. Louis to consider the matter. 

“TIT do not believe the matter should 
be agitated. If there is any need for 
$uch a thing, the public will see it 
and will demand it. The demand | 
should be spontaneous, not the prod- ; 
uct of forced growth. 

“From President Roosevelt's refer- , 
ence to Switzerland, I interpret his| 
suggestion in the annual message to | 
Congress to mean that the male pu- | 
pils of all district public schools | 
should be taught how to shoot!
